noted for Ignorance of climatic con- 
ditions on this planet. 
Early geog, 


raphers recognized, for more than 
two thousand years, three climatic di- 
visions or zones—the torrid, the tem- 
perate and the frigid—now commonly 
called the tropical, the temperate and 


ot the Panama canal workmen, now 
that the -fear of a tropical climate 
bae been banished, will permanently 


In Florida Instead of go ng far- 


ther north. 


For all seetton* Information based 


on observations by the United States 
weather bureau IB ot immense im- 
portance. . 
If absorbed and prac- 


ticed in flafly living enough Is now 
known to make our people the 
healthiest In the world. They need 
not fear any southern climate. The 
most characteristic feature of tropic- 
al climates is the regular recurrence 
ot similar phenomena from 
day to 


day throughout the year. 
Extreme 


contrasts in temperature, which mark 
the different seasons in the north, 


the polar zones of the earth 
These ava conspicuous by their absence In 


are convenient designations, and as 
appropriate as any s ogle terms that 
can be used, but they describe only 
the most general characteristics of 
the respective areas they represent 


These early 
geographers 
taught 


that the torrid and frigid zonea were 
not habitable—one because of 
ex- 


treme heat, the other because of un- 
bearable-cold—and that the temper- 
ate zones only 
were fit for human 


habitation. There Is, even now, a sur- 
vival of these erroneous teachings, al- 
though navigators of the 16th cen- 
tury ridiculed *hem, and gradually 
more correct knowledge began 
to 


prevail. There is always great vital- 
ity in old notions in spite of facts. 


What is known as the temperate 


zone embraces all varieties of cli- 
mate, from the coldest to the hottest 
—from the driest to the wettest At 
Its northern limit it Includes the cold 
regions of the earth, as In northern 
Siberia and the Arctic regions of 
North America, where the average 
winter weather is 60 degree* below 
zero; while near Its southern limit 
are portions of the great fleam ot 
Sahara, with an average July tem- 
perature of about 96 degrees; 
but 


there are no such extremes in our 
western hemisphere. 
In spite of 


such extremes, however, those por- 
tion* of the temperate zones wh'ch 
lire occupied by the great m*s» of 
civilized peoples may be said to have 
on the whole temperate climatic ton- 
ditlons. 


The term torrid—now generally 


changed to tropical—as applied 
to 


the central zone of the earth, lying 
between the parallels of the tropics 
of Cancer and Capricorn, covering 
47 degrees of latitude, is as mislead 
ing as the use of the word temper- 
ate to describe tho climatic condi- 
tions of the northern and southern 
temperate zones. The tropical zone 
embraces nearly 50 per cent of 
the 


awtlre area of the earth's surface, 
and Includes a great variety of ell. 
mates. 
While the contrasts of tem- 


perature are not so great as those 
of this zone in some other zones, 
they are considerable over 
limited 


areas and at different elevations, and 
varying with dryness and humidity. 
On the whole, however, the climate 
of this zone is warm and motet, and 
relief from oppressive conditions is 
obtained In the higher altitudes and 
In regions of more than the average 
movements of the wind, such as in 
the trade wind belts, or within (the 
Influence of local land and sea 
breezes, which blow inland from the 
bordering oceans. 


Ideas concerning the healthfulness 


of hot climates Ivave undergone rad- 
ical changes in recent years. Actual 
temperature and moisture are not so 
much the determining factors as is 
a careful 
conformity 
with modern 


sanitary regulations. Climates whith, 
not many years ago, were consd-r d 
highly dangerous and unfit for per- 
manent residents by white men, 
have been proved to be not only safe, 
but very healthy. The wonderful Im-

A good deal of misapprehension Is 


prevalent among notthetn people in 
regard to the climate of our southern 
states, and of nearly one-halt ot the 
land surface of the earth—Ideas In- 
herited from the mistaken notions of 
a former age, which was spec'ally 
noted for Ignorance of cllmat c con- 
ditions on this planet 
Early geog. 


raphers recognized, for more than 
two thousand years, three climatic di- 
visions or zones—the torrid, the tem- 
perate and the frigid—now commonly 
called the tropical, the temperate and 
the polar zones of the earth 
These 


are convenient designations, and as 
appropriate as any 8 ogle terms that 
can be used, but they describe only 
the most general characteristics of 
the respective areas they represent 


These early 
geographers 
taught 


that the torrid and frigid zones were 
not habitable—one because of 
ex 


trane heat, the other because of un 
bearable cold—and that the temper- 
ate zones only 
were fit for human 


habitation There Is, even now, a sur- 
vival of these erroneous teachings, al 
(hough navigators of the 16th cen- 
tury ridiculed *hem, and gradually 
more correct knowledge began 
to 


prevail 
There Is always great vital- 


ity in old notions in spite of facts 


What is known as the temperate 


zone embraces all varieties of ell 
mate, from the coldest to the hottest 
—from the driest to the wettest At 
Its northern limit It Includes the cold 
regions of the earth, as In northern 
Siberia and the Arctic regions of 
North America, where the average 
winter weather is 60 degree* below 
zero, while near Ms southern limit 
are portions of the great desert ot 
Sahara, with an average July tem- 
perature of about 96 degrees, 
but 


there are no such extremes in our 
western hemisphere.

such extremes, however, those por-

on observations by the United States 
weather bureau 1. of immense im- 
portance.

known to make our people the 
healthiest In the world 
They need 


not fear any southern climate. The 
most characteristic feature of tropic- 
al climates is the regular recurrence 
ot similar phenomena from 
day to 


day throughout the year. 
Extreme 


contrasts in temperature, which mark 
the different seasons in the north, 
arse conspicuous by their absence in 
this semi-tropical climate,

periodic recurrence In plant and an-

1 was only fourteen yean old when. 


I made the voyage from London to 
Rio on board the Duchess, having a 
crew of fourteen, all told. At Bio we 
loaded green coffee for Australia. We 
got away with a fair wind and every- 
body In perfect health, and our ran to 
the east, until we had sighted Inac- 
cessible Island and left it a hundred 
miles astern, was something to boast 
of. Then came a dead flat calm, which 
lasted for eleven days. On the n/tfl 
day of the calm two men were sud- 
denly stricken with a strange ailment 
They were reported sick" at 8 o'clock 
In tie morning: by 2 p. m. both were 
dead; at 6 o'clock a third man waa 
taken down and lived only two hours. 


Green coffee will sometimes breed 


fever on a long, hot voyage, but the 
symptoms of these men were so 
strange that some other explanation 
had to be looked for. No one was at- 
tacked on the sixth day, but on the 
seventh the captain, second mate and 
a common sailor all came down at 
once. The first complaint was dryness 
of the tongue. That was followed In 
half an bour by loss of sight and other 
senses and before noon all were dead. 
On the night of the seventh day a 
sailor who had lain down on the deck 
in perfect health and soundly slum- 
bered for three boars awoke with a 
parched tongue. Be did not wait to 
die as others had done, but groped his 
way to the ship's side and dropped 
from the rail Into the sea. He was 
the sixth who had died, and the living 
were panic strlrken. 


We had now lost nearly ball our 


crew, and the ship lay heaving on the 
glassy sea without sign that the calm 
was ever to be broken. On the morn- 
ing of the eighth day there was a bet- 
ter feeling, however.
